It is not the houſe of Salo- 
mon, called the Forreſt of Lebanon, that 
continues his name aud memorie vpon the 
earth at this day, but his v iſedome, iuſtice, 
magnificence and power, yet doe and for 
euer ſhall eternize him. A right ſure foun- 
dation therefore haue you (my Lords and 
the reſt of the moſt worthie Aduenturers 
for Cirginia) laid for the immortalitic of 
your names and memory,which,for the ad- 
uancement of Gods glorie, the renowne of 
his Maicſtic, and the good of your Coun- 
tric, haue vadertaken ſo honorable a pro- 
ic, as all poſtcriries ſhal bleſſe you and vp- 
hold your names and memories ſo long as

lolbus then anfwered,if thou beeſt much people, get 
thee vp to the wood, and cut trees for thy ſelfe in 
the land of thepPerizzites, & of the Giants, if mount 
Ephraim be too narrow for thee. 

Then the children of loſeph ſaid, the Mountaine will 
not be inough for vs, and all the Canaanites that 
dwell in the low countrey, haue Charcts of Iron as 
well as they in Beththean, and in the townes of the 
ſame, as they in the valley of Iſracl. 

And loſhua ſpake vntothe houſe of Iofcph, to Ephra- 
im, and Manaſſes, ſaying, Thou art a great people, 
and haſt great power, and ſhalt not haue one lot. 

Therefore the Mountain ſhal be thine, for it is a wood, 
and thou ſhalt cut it doune, and the endes of it Mall 

be thine, & then ſhalt caſt out the Canaanites thogh 
they haue Iron Chareis, and though they be ſtrong. 


He heauens ſaith Dauid, euen the hea- 
rens are the Loads, i ſo is the earth. 
but he hath giuen it to the childzen of 
1 þ ths —— — — — 
* atherly pꝛouidece,: 
— 5 of God towards man, ſo impꝛouident 
and irreſpectiue is man, that he had rather liue ue a 
d2one , and feede vppon the fruites of other mens la- 


boꝛs, wherunto God hath 3 hun, then _ 
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dut and fiie abꝛoad, like the Ba to natherthe pleaſures 
ans riches of the earth, which God hath giuen hun to 
enioy: whecevpon it comes to palle, that although 
the L02d yath giuen the eacth to the cyildze;: of men, 
pet this earth which is mans fx-ſimple by deve of 
gilt keõ God, is the greater part ofit poſſ ſſed 4 wꝛong⸗ 
fully vſutped by wild beaſts, and vnteaſonable crea 
turcs, 02 by b2utith ſauages, which by reaſon of thetr 
godicz1gno;ance,4 blaſphemous Idolattie, ace woꝛſe 
then thoſe beaſts which are of moft wilde x ſauage na- 
ture. As Ahab therfoze ſometimes ſaid to his ſeruants, 
1. King. 22.13. Know ye not that Rnoth Gilcad was 
ours, and we {tay & take it not out of the hands of the 
King of Aram So may man ſay to hunſelfe; The 
earth was inine,Godgaue it me, and my poſteritie, by 
the name of the childzen of men, and yet I tay 4 take 
it not out ofths hands of beaſts, and bꝛutich ſauages, 
which haue no intereſt in it, becauſe they participate 
rather of the nature of beafts then men. 

The Ch ꝛiſtian part ofthe wa2lo did plainly bewzay 
this impꝛouident and irreſpectiue neglect of Gods p20s 
utdence and bountic. Then Chriſtopher Columbus 
made p2oﬀcr to the Bings of Engiand, Portugall, and 
Spainc, to inueſt them with the moſt pzectous and ri- 
cheſt veynes of the whole earth, neuer knowne befo:e : 
but this offer was not onely reteced,but the inan him⸗ 
ſcif,who deſerues euer to be renowned, was of vs Eng 
[ith eſpecially) ſcoꝛned t accotited foꝛ an idle Nouellift, 
Some thinke it was becauſe ot his po2z apparell, and 
ſimple lokes, but ſurely it is rather to be umputed to 
the unþzoudency i impꝛudencie of our Nation, which 
bath alwayes bzed ſach diffidente in vs, that we coceit 
no new repoꝛt, bee it neuer ſo likely, noꝛ belæue any 
thing be it neuer ſo pꝛobable, befoze we ſe the effects. 
This hath alwayes bine repozted of the ag © 

thoſe 
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theſe that haue obſerued the nature of nations: Bodi. 
lib. . de Repub. cap. . repozteth , that the Engliſh 
wers alwayes accounted moe warlike, valo2ous, and 
couragiaus, then the French,but the French wont al- 
wayes beyond them in pꝛudence, and gollicie. And to 
erflede the lame, he vſeth the woꝛds of Ennius. Hell- 

dlentes ſunt m4015 4.178 FUPIn'1 potentes, And it Hap be 
that this might be repo2ted of vs Engliſh, in thoſe 
tunes when our Country was not peſteted with mul⸗ 
titude,no2 oueccharged with ſwarmes of people, fo: 
peace and p!lentic bz&d ſetutitie in men: neither is it 
necefſacie (02 anie man to beleue repozts , though 
pꝛobable, no: to follow ftrange p:oleas be they neuer 
ſo likely, ſo long as he hath home inbꝛed hopes to re- 
lie vpon, and aſſured tettainties to ſatiſſie his future 
expectation, 

In thoſe dayes this kingdome was not ſo popu⸗ 
lous as now it is, Cineil warres at home, and fo2- 
reine wars abꝛoad, did cut off the ouer⸗ſpꝛeading b2an- 
ches of sur people. Dur coatry the yelded vnto all that 
wert in it a ſurpluſſage ofall necefſities:; it yelded pꝛe⸗ 
ferment in due coꝛreſpondencte, foꝛ al degrees x ſo2ts of 
men. Che commons of our Country lay fr and open 
fo: the poze Commons to intop,fo2 there was rome e- 
nough in the land fo2 euery man, fo that no ma needed 
to encroch oꝛ incloſe from another, whereby it is ma- 
nileſt that in thoſe dayes we had no great need to fol- 
low ſtrange repo2ts, 02 to ſæe wilde aduentures, fo; 
ſaing we had not onely ſufficiencte, but an ouerflows 
ing meaſure p20po2tione? to euerieman.Religton and 
pietie taught vs, that ſeeing out lot was fallen vnto vs 
in a faire ground, and that we had a godly heritage,ra- 
ther to be content with our olon, then either politikely 
oz ambitiouſiy to vndertake vncouth enterpaiſes, vn⸗ 


to which neceſſitie did no way v2ge vs.

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But nowe God hath pꝛoſpered vs with the bleſ⸗ 
ſings ot the wombe, e with the bleſſings of the bꝛeſts, 


the ſwoꝛd deuoureth not ab2oad,neither is there any 
feare in our ſtrætes at home; ſo that we are now foz 
multitude as the thouſand of Mai:a(lcs,and as the * 
thouſads of Ephraim, the Pzince of peace hath top 

the wod of litael and ludah in one tre. And therefoze 
we map iuſtly ſay, as the childzen of llracl ſay here to 
loſhua, we are a great people, and the lande is tw nat; 
row foꝛ vs: ſo that whatſoeuer we haue beene, now 
it behoues vs to be both pꝛudent and politicke, and 
not to deride and reiec god p2ofers of p2ofitable and 
gatnefullerpecation,but rather to tmb2aceeuery octa · 
ſion which hath any pꝛobabilitie in it of future hopes: 
And ſeeing there is neither pꝛeferment noꝛ employ- 
ment fo2 all within the lies of out tounttep, we might 
iuſtip be accounted as in foꝛmerx times, both impꝛu⸗ 
dent and impꝛouident, if we will yet ſit with our 
armes foulded in out boſomes, and not rather ſo&ke af- 
ter ſuch aduentures whereby the glozy of God may 
be aduanted, the territoꝛies ofour kingdome inlarged, 
our people both p2eferred and employed ab2oad , our 
wants ſupplyed at home, his aieſties cuſtomes 
wonderfully augmented, and the honour and renown 
of our Nation ſpꝛed and pꝛopagated to the ends of the 
woꝛld. Mam eramples might be pꝛoduced to inoue 
vs hereunto, but becauſe they were the p:aciſes of 
rude and barbarous people,they are no exemplarie p2e- 
ſidents fo chʒiſtians:but fozaſmuch as euery example 
appꝛoued in the ſcripture, is a pꝛecept, A thought god 
to handle this conference betwerne the tribe of loſeph 
a family in the 1ſracl of God, t loſhua a faithful and 
godly P2ince ouer the whole commonwealth of Gods 
Iſrael: which to my ſeeming, is much likes that plot 
which we haue now in handfog Virginia ; fo; here the 


people 
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people of Ephraim and of the halfe tribe of Manatles, 
ate a great people, and ſo ate we: and by reaſon of the 
multitude of theic people, the land is to narrow foz 
T 1 ſo ſtands our caſe, whereupon they repaite 


to o to haue his warrant and direction to inlarge 
theirbNoers,and ſo haue many of our Noble men of 
honoꝛable minds, wo2thy knights, rich marchants, x 
diuerſe other ofthe beſt diſpoſliti, ſolicited our lothua, 
and mightie Monarch, that moſt religious xrenows 
ned King lamcs, that by his aieſties leaue, they 
might vndertake the plantation of V irginia.Laftly,as 
lothua not onely giues leaue, but alſo a bleſſing to the 
child z of loſcph in their enterp2iſes,ſo hath ourgra- 
tious Soueraigne granted his free Charter to our peo- 
ple, fo: þ vndertaking of their intended enterpꝛiſe and 

aduenture,ſo that from this example, there is both ſuf- 
ficient warrant fo2 our King to graunt his charter fa 
the plantation of Virginia, and ſufficient warrant al- 
ſo fo: our people to vndertake the ſame. And therefoze 
fo; the better ſatiſfping of ſome, and fo2 the encoꝛaging 
of all ſoztes of people concerning this p2oicct fo: 
Virginia, let vs moze fully examine the particulars of 
this diſcourſe betweene the childꝛen of loſcph and lo- 

ſhua. Firſt we gather from the text, that the cauſe why 
the chitv;en of lole ph defied to inlarge their bo2ders, 
was the multitude and greatneſſe whereunto they 

were growne. God had bleſſed them acco2ding to the 
pꝛopheſie of lacob,Gcn.48.1 9. So p the poztion which 
was firft thought to be romie and large inaugh fo: 

them, is now tonarrows and little fo2 them. What 
ſhould they do in this caſe ? ſhould they pꝛouide and e- 
ih lawes to hinder the increaſs of their people, as 


we teade ol Hyppodamus, ſometunes alaw-giuer a- 


mong p Mileſtans, whoſe example in gouernmet, Ari- 


ſtotle in his 7.boks of Politieks and ic. chapter, and 
B 3 Plato 
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Plato in his . doke Delcgibus, haue dzawne into pꝛe⸗ 
cept and rule of polit:e:qauld they decree againſt buil⸗ 
ding and erecting heuſes, lumiting a certain number 
and no nioze fo} oucry: familie in their tribe, as PHY O 
a monal the Corinthians ſometimes did, * 
of Paris of late ena ed, taking oꝛder that old a ti⸗ 
f{ heuſes ſhould be tepapꝛed, but no new edifices eret⸗ 
ted. mn. A: ſhould they haue peſte. ed themſelues 
with Jainates, and one houſhold haue receiued into 
it two 02 th: fainilies 7 They put none ol theſe in 
p2atiſe, but with one conſent they tepaite to the Ha⸗ 
gifrate, they complame that their lot is not large 
mough, 4 theylzew the reaſon, becauſe tpey are a great 
people. 

There is nothing mo2e daungerous fo; the eſtate 
ot᷑ common wealths, then when the people do increaſe 
to a greater multitude and number then may wſftly 
paralell with the largensũe of the place and countrey ; 
fo2 heceupon comes oppꝛeſſion, and diuerſe kinde of 
weongs, mul inies, ſedition, commotion, e rebellion, 
ſcarcitie, dearth, pouertie, and ſundꝛie ſoꝛts of calami⸗ 
ties, which either b3&d the cduerſlon, oꝛ euerſton,of ci⸗ 
ties and com mon⸗wealths. F02 euen as bloud though 
it be the beſt humour in the body, yet if it abound in 
greater quantitic then the ſtate of the body will beare, 
both indanger the bodie, x oftentimes deſtropes it: ſo 
although thc honour of the king be in the multitude of 
people, ro. 14.28. pet when this multitude of people 
increaſcth to ouer great a number, the common-wealth 
ſtands ſubiea to many pertllous inconueniences, foz 
which cauſe many Natiõs percepuing their people to 
increaſc aboue a due and pꝛopoꝛtionable number, they 
haue ſent their ouerflowing multitudes abꝛoad into 
other countrepes and pꝛouinces, to the ends they 
might pꝛeſerue their owne in greater peace and pꝛoſ- 
petitie:ſo wo ſec y huſbandman deale with his gro ũds 

when 
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when they ace oucrcharged with cattell, he remones 
cin from one ground to another, and ſo he pzomdeth 
ell both fo; his catte! and fo2 his ground: and fo dot ij 
the inatlter of the ba⸗garden, when he ſas a hiue peſte⸗ 
ted with multitudes or bers, he duues p hiue, 2 lo rea⸗ 
peth A@reaicr gaine by his ware and honte. 

And herupon many ſtateſ-men haue thought nothing 
moe pꝛofitable fo: populous coinmon-wealths, then 
to haue foꝛteigne and externe watres, to the ende that 
thereby the ſuperduous bꝛaunches might be cut off. 
This was the cauſe why Scipio when he hadconque- 
ied Carthage, would not haue it vtterly ruinated, 
leaſt ſaith he, the Romains hauing no warres abꝛoad, 
inoue cuill warres amongſt theinſclues at home: o⸗ 
thers ſeeing the multitude of their people increaſe, haue 
planted Colonies with them, others haue baniſhed 
them into remote countries:and the childzen of lolepi; 
here being peſtered with multitude come to Ioſhua to 
le directedand relieued. This ſhould teach vs of this 
kingdome and countrey,p2udence andp2omdence,the 
L 02d hath bleſſed vs, and we are growne to be a great 
people, ſo that one lot is not ſufficient fo? vs:Dur mul- 
titudes like to much bloud in the body, do ine our 
countrey with plague and porertie, our land hath 
bzought forth, but it hath not milke ſuſäcient in 
the bꝛeaſt thereok to nouriſh all thoſe childꝛen which 
it hath brought foꝛth, it affo:deth neither employs 
ment no2 pꝛeſerment foz thoſe that depend vpon it: 
And hergupon it is, that many ſeruiceable men giue 
themſelues to lewd courſes, as to robbing by the high 
way, theft, coſoning,ſharking vpon the land, ptracte 
vpon the Sea, and ſo are cut oft by ſhamefull and vn- 
timely death: others liue pꝛophanelp, riotoufly, and 
idely, to the great diſhonour of Almightie God , the 


detriment of the commonwealth. Now our caſe ſtan- 
ding 
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ding thus it behoueth euerie one to deuiſe a remedie 
fo; this miſery: When there was no bꝛead in Chanai, 
lacob and his familie ſought into Egypt fo2 toꝛne to 
relieue themſelues. And lacob ſeeing his ſonnes defti- 
tute of counſel in that extremity, did ſharply repꝛehẽd 
them fo; p diſſolute managing of their pꝛeſentgſtate, 
ſaping: Why gaze ye one vpoanother?Behold,l hauc 
heard there is food in Egypt, get ye down thither, and 
buy vs food thence, that we may liuc. Cuen ſo map it 
be ſaid to a companie of people in this land, which doe 
nothing but gaze one vpon another, deſtitute of coun- 
ſell, aduiſe, and meanes, how to pꝛouide iuſtly and 
honeſtly fo2 their maintenaunte. They heare of ho⸗ 
neurable pꝛoicas ab2oave, they heare of cmployment 
and pꝛeſerment, they hcare of plentie and abundance 
of nian god things,of which a fruitful country large- 
ly makes offer vnto them:they heare of gaine and pꝛo⸗ 
fitc both to them and their poſteritie, they heare many 
honourabl: men, many wo2thte wiſe men, many va⸗ 
liaunt and couragious men, manp rich and wealt hie 
men, aduenture their perſons, theix monp, their ſhips, 
towards the accompliſhing of ſo godly and memoza- 
ble a dſigne, and yet they fit ſtill tolowing their intem- 
pctauncie, incontinencte , and other their luxurious 
and riotous courſes, to the high diſhonour sf almigh- 
tie God,to the great hurt of the common wealth, and 
to their own euerlaſting ſhame and ignomie. It an ho- 
nourablc death were (ct befo2e a vertuous minde, it 
would chuſe rather to die heroically , then liue opp20- 
b:19ufip. That then ſhall we thinke of thoſe perſons, 
who hauing an honourable life ſet befoze them, doe pet 
chufe rather to liue in idleneſſe, diſhoneſtie i obſcen!- 
tic? ſurely they arc of degenerate and dunghill minder, 
reit het are they woꝛthy to be nouriſhed in the boſome 
of a Wel gonernedtommomwealth. Jt was foz euer a 

blemiſh 
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blemiſh to the honourand credit of V1; (Ic, becauſe he 
fetgned himſelfe mad, and ſowed ſalt in ſteed of coꝛne 
in his field, onely that by ſuch a aft he might kepe 
hunſelle at home, and not go with the Grecians to the 
liege of Troy. So let perpetuall ſhame and diſhonour 
attend vpon all thoſe, which doting vpon their wealth, 
oꝛ ſufleting vpon their pleaſures, finde delaies and des 
uiſe ſhifts, either to ſaue their purſes, oꝛ their perfons, 
from ſuch honourable and p;ofitable deugnments, as 
effer pꝛobable likclyhods of future god to this our 
countrey 02 common-wealth, 

Chus we haue heard the dutie of the people which 
is pꝛudently and pꝛouidently to conſult with the mas 
giſtrates , concerning the diſkurdening, and diſchar⸗ 
ging of ſuch vnneceſſarite multitudes as peſter a com⸗ 
monwealth, and alſo to further ſuch enterpziſeserther 
with their purſes 02 their perſons as make to the 
ſame ende. New y in next plate, we ate to note the di- 
tedion of lolua, vpon the afozeſaide complaint of the 
childꝛen of loſcph, which is to enlarge their territo- 
ries , and dilate their bozders , by deſtroping Geds e- 
nemies the Perizzites, and Giants, which inhabited 
the valleyes, boꝛdering vpon mount Ephraim, which 
were moſt abominable Jdolaters, and had no knew⸗ 
ledge ofthe true and onely God:from whence we map 
learne, how odious thoſe people arc, in the ſight of 
God, Which hauing no knowledge of him and his 
wozlhip, giue that honour to the inſenſible and 
vnreaſonable creature , which is onely due to the om⸗ 
nipotent and almightie Creatoz. Foꝛ thiscauſe hath 
almightie God, ouerthzowne the mightieſt Monar- 
chics in the woꝛld, foꝛ this cauſe did Fe diſperſe his 
olwvne Iſracl among the Nations, # never vouchſaſed 
them to returne againe into their owne land, Davie! bp 
way of pꝛophecie, doth pꝛemiſe a bleſſing to thoſe 

A that 
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that ſhall take the childꝛen of the Joalatrons 3abi'o- 
mans and daſh them againſt the ones, and th ep that 
haue taken atimes agatniz ſuch pcople, are ſaid to fight 
the Lo2ds battells. 5.4! gad his kingdoine rent from 
him and his poſteritie, becau.e he ſpared gag, that J- 
bolatrous king ot the Amaleciitc-, whom God would 
not haue ſpared ; ſo acceptable a ſexuite is it to deſtroy 
Jdolaters whom God hateth, but loꝛaſmuch as God 
dol h not delight in bloud, but rather that a fianer 
ſhould conuert and liue, agreeable vnto which, is that 
ſpech of our @xutourCynT inthe Goſpell, There is 
lop in heauen ouer one ſinner that repenteth. It is far 
moe commendable, and out of doubt moze acceptable 
vnto God, to reclatme an Joolater, vnles we haue a 
ſpeciall commaundement of God to the contrarie, as 
Saul had then to deſtcop him, to win him to the faith, 
then to dep2tue him of life, and to bing him to the 
knowledge of God,4 whom he hath ſent Chꝛiſt Jeſus: 
rather then to kill them in their ignozance, and ſo to 
bzing them into daunger both of bodie and ſoule, fo 
they that turne many vato righteouſneſſe ſhall ſhine 
as the ſtarres fo2euermoze. Dan. 12. 3. Paul calls thoſe 
whom he had won to the faith of Chꝛiſt his crowne, 
his iop, his glozie. 1. Theila, 2. 19. 20. As though 
they were the matter of his top, of his crowne, 
and of his gloꝛie. Yappte therefozets he that hath an 
hand in turning any vato God. And he that will 
finde delaie whereby ſo grations a woꝛke map be 


hindered, is not with God, but againſt God, foz aſs 


much as he hinders the building vp of the kingdome 
of God. 

And ſurely ſo deſirous is man of ciuill ſocietie by 

nature, that he oafily yorlds to diſciplins and "__ 

ment, 


— _ 
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ment, it he ſe any veaſonable motine to induce him to 
the ſame. Fo2 wereadeof cectaine people in Attrica, tn- 
habiting the mountaine Magnan, which offentimesdo 
conſtraine ſtraungets which trauell that way, to take 
the gouernment of them, and to unpoſe lawes vnte 
them, whereby they map be tuſtly and oꝛderly gouer- 
ned: and many Nations willingly ſubmitted thean- 
ſelaes to the ſubiection of the Komanes, being allured 
thereunto by Juſtice, equitie, clemencte, and vpꝛight 
dealing of the Romaine captaines : foz it is ngt the 
nature of men, but the education of men, which make 
them barbarous and vnciuill, and therefoze chaungs 
the education of men, and you ſhall ſe that theit na⸗ 
ture will be greatly reaifted andcozreced:ſce&ing theres 
foe men by natute ſo eaſily ralde to diſcipline and 
gouerninent vpon any reaſonable ſhewe of bettering 
their foztunes, it is euerie mans dutie to trauell both 
by ſea and land, and to venture either with his perſon 
oz with his purſe, to bꝛing the barbarous and ſauags 
people to a ciuill and Chiſtian kinde of gonernment, 
bnoer which they may learne he to liue holilp, iuſt⸗ 
ly, and ſoterly in this wo2!'d, and to appꝛehend the 
meanes to ſaue their ſoules in the wo21d to come, ra⸗ 


ther then to deſteop them, oz vttecly to rote them 


dut:foʒ awiſe man, aut much moze a Ty2tſtian,ought 
to trie all meanes be: oꝛe they vndertake warre: di⸗ 
uaſtation and depopulation ought to be the laſt thing 
which Chꝛiſtians ſhould put in pꝛaaiſe, vet fozaſinuch 
as euetie example in the ſcripture as J ſaide is a pꝛe⸗ 


tept, we are warranted by this direnton of loſhua, 


to deſtroy wilfull and conniced Jdolaters, rather 
then to let them liue,ifby no other meanes they tan be 
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The repo2t goeth, that in Virginia the people ate 
ſauage and inccedibly rude , they wazſhip the diuell, 
offer their young childꝛen in ſacrifice vnto hun, wan⸗ 
der v2 and downe like beaſts, and in manners and 
conditions, differ very litle from beaſts, hauing no 
Art, noꝛ ſcit᷑te, noꝛ trade, to tinploy themſelues, 02 giue 
themielues vuto, yet by nature louing and gentle, and 
deſicous to imbꝛate a better condition, Dh how happy 
were that man which could reduce this people from 
b2utiſhnes, to ciuilitie, to religion, to Chꝛiſtianitie, to 
the ſauing of their ſoules: happy is that man and bleſt 
of God, whom God hath endued, either with meanes 
oꝛ will to atteinpt this buſines , but farrebe it from 
the nature ofthe Engliſh, to erertiſe any bloudie cru⸗ 
eltie amongſt theſe people: farce be it from the hearts 
ofthe Engliſh, to giue thin occaſion, that the holy 
name of God, fhould be diſhonouredainong the Jnfi- 
dels, 02 that in the plantation of that continent, they 
ſhould giue any cauſe to the woz2ld, fo ſay that they 
ſought the wealth of that countrie aboue oꝛ befoze the 
gloꝛie of God, and the pꝛopagation of his kingdoine. 
J remember the p2aciſc of Chriſtopher Collombus, 
which he vſed amongſt the we't Indians, to perſwade 
them to receine his Spaniardes to ſocietie and com- 
merce, which was, heobſerned that they were ſuper- 
ſitio11y giuen to wo2Hip the Pone. a by the ſkill he 
h 12 in 4tron2mn'e, he fozeſaw that within th: daies 
the Hy ie ſhould be eclipſed: wherupon he called them 
to tether, and told them, that he had often vſed his 
beſt me ner, to bꝛinz them to a ciuill, and friendip 
tonuerſe with ſtringers, but they would not har⸗ 
ken vnto him, and thereſoze in the tonne 
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themall, he called vpon the ont to ccuenge inch a 
bacharous people , which denied itrã zeis io cauuecſe, 
and commerce with theuewithirr the dapes aſter the 
Hout was much darkened by rcalon of the Ccupſe, 
which when the ludlaus ſau, they thought the Bone 
to be angrie ſnith them, 4 fearing ſome plague would 
pꝛocede from her diſpleaſure, they wore eaſilp induced 
to doe whatſoeuer Columbus would haue them. In 
like manec ſhould all inen vſe their wits en the firſt 
place, and weapons (you!ld alwayes be the laſt meanes 

in all our pꝛoicas. And therefo:ze although the chil⸗ 
dꝛen of loſeph haue an expꝛeſſe commaundement here 
in this place, fo deſtroy thoſe Jdolaters , and poſſeſſe 
their land, yet fozaſmuch as we haue no pꝛetept but by 
exaingle, we mult ſicſt trie all means befoze weapons, 
and when we take them into our hands, necelſitie of 
pꝛeſetruing our one liues, muſt rather moue vs to 
deſtcoy the enempes of God, then either ambition, 
v2 gcedineſſe of gaint oꝛ crueltie, oꝛ anie 221uate res 
ſpea whatſoeuer. 

Now the third thing which we are to obſerue in 
this entercourſe of woꝛdes betwene the childꝛen of 
oleph. and lolua, is the delapes which the people vſe, 
and the excuſes which they leigne, which ſome to un⸗ 
poꝛt an unpoſſibilitie, in the vndertaking of lotus di- 

redion. And their delapes are, that the Chanaan.tes 
were ſtrong and well p2zomded of warlize munition, 
both foꝛ their owne de ente, and alſo fo: the deſence of 
thoſe which would vndectake to ſupplant oz inuade 
thein, they had pꝛon Charets, t ſuch like muniments 
of warre, ſo that it ſtode not with wiſe dome to make 
an inuaſtion, with liel t hode to make a conqueſt of 
them.Thisiz thenature of muddy andearthly ſpirits, 
to find delapes, and foꝛge ercuſes in matters of leaſt 


difficuitie ; Ban ſayeth , A Lion is withour,! hall be 
C 3 luine, 
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Rainc ia the ſtrecte Prou.22.1 3» What flanders did 
the ten ſpies bꝛing vpon the land of Canaantwhich las 
ders the Jſraelites made god groũds fo; their retiring 
back into Egypt, t thought them Jawfull excuſes fo; 
their to murmur againtt MMolrs $ Aaron. Haniba had 
much ado to being his Carthagentans into Italy, they 
alledged the tediouſneſſe of the votage ; and the inac⸗ 
ceſũble paſſage of py Al; es. le read of Caligula, ſomes 
times Empꝑeroꝛ of Rome that he on a time condemaed 
a certain Citizens ſon of kon c to beerccuted,s be ſent 
fa2 his fat her to ſæ his ſonnes execution. The father to 
ercuſe his abſence, feined himſelſe to be ſick, whervpon 
the Empero2 ſent him his ho2flitter, 4 by that meanes 
toke away from him all colour of excuſe. This per- 
plered father had god cauſe to find delayes to kœp him 
at home:but they that foꝛge cauils, to withdꝛaw them ⸗ 
ſelues from ſuch attempts whereby God may be ho⸗ 
no2ed, the maieſtie and royaltie of their Ring aduau⸗ 
ted, the common wealth enricdd, and poſtecitie p2c- 
uided foz,would not be d2awne to theſe attempts in 
Caligulacs ho2(itter, fo2 that is to eaſie meanes to 
d;aw on ſuch backward ſpirits, neither would 3 haue 
them puniſhed fo; their delayes , as Tu:!lus Holtilius 
fonietunes puniſhed Metius Sutt:rius ſoz bis bes 
{ayes : but J would ſome Diomedes would find out 
a meanes to dꝛaue them on to this enterp2iſe, by 
difcoucring their dꝛiſtes and excuſes : fo2 all that they 
can alleags fo; their backewardneſle, is moſt idle and 
friuolous. 

The ſirſt obiection is, by what right oz warrant ws 
can enter into the land oftheſe Dauages, take away 
their rightfull inheritance from them , and plant our 
ſclues in their places, Leing vnw2onged 02 vnpꝛouo 
ked by then. Some affirme, and it ts likely to be true, 
that theſs Sauages haus ns partucnlar pꝛopʒietu in 

any 
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any part oꝛ partell otthat Comitrey, but only a genes 
tall tecidencie thete, as wild beaſts haue in the ſoꝛreſt, 
ko they range and mander vp and dolone the Coun⸗ 
ttey, without any law 02 gonernment, being led only 
by thetic one tuits and ſcnſualitie,there is not mezm 
G amongelt them: fo that if the whole lande 
ſhould bee taken from them, there ts not a man 
that can tomplaine ofany pacticular wzong done vn⸗ 
to him. 

But the anſwer to the fo2eſatd obiedið is, that there 
is no intendment to take away from them by fozce 
that rightfull inheritaunte which they haue in that 
Countcey , koz they are willing to entertaine vs, 
aud haue offered to yalde into our handes on rea- 
ſonabie conditions, moze lande then we ſhall ber a⸗ 

le this long time to plant and manute: and out of 
all queſtion vppon eaſie compcſition with] them, 
wee map haue as much of their Countrey peelded 
vnto vs, by lawfull graunt from them, as we can 
o; will deſire, ſo that wr goe to line peaceablie as 
mong them, and not to ſupplant thein : we deſire 

t, neithor doe wee intend to take ants thing from 

hem, ex paits & iure fxderrs : but to compound with 
them fo2 that wee ſhail haue of them: and ſutelie 
except ſucceſſion and tleuion, thete cannot bee a moze 

lawfull entrance to a kingdome then this of oars. 
£Do2eouer , all Polititiam doc with one cor 
ſent , holde and maintaine , that a Ch2iſtien King 
may lawfullie make warte vppon batbarous and 
Sauage people, and ſuch as liue under no lawfull 
o warrantable gouernment , and may make 
a conqueſt of them, ſo that the warre ker vn⸗ 
dertaken to this ende, to reclaime and reduce 
thoſe Sauages trom lheir barbarous kinde of life, 
and 
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-andfram their bꝛutiſh and ferine manners, to huma⸗ 
nitie, pietie, and honeſtie. Lip. ib. 5. pol. ca. &. Caſman. 
in pol. cap. &. R&ckerm. lib. . pol. pag. 124. And Lip- 
dus alicdgeth Saint Augultine ſoz pzofe hereof, 
whoſe woꝛdces ate theſe: Qui licentia wiguitalts eri- 
puer, viihter duncilar. Theſe people are vanquiſhed 
to their vnſpeakeable p2cfite and gaine, which by con- 
queſtare abzidged of thelibertie of firre e impistie. 
And the ſaine Saint Auguitinc hath an other gol- 
den ſaying to this purpoſe. Apud veros Dei cmltcies 
tim ils telia peccæta nen ſunt que non cupiditate c 
crudclitate fed pac ii ſtnaio gerantar , vt mill coerceass 
tur, > bon ſublenentur ; Amongeſt the true woꝛſhip⸗ 
pers of G © D, euen that warte is lawfull which is 

vndertaken, not fo2 couetouſneſſe and crueltie , but 
fo2 peace and vnittes ſake: ſo that lewdeandwick 'd 
men may thereby be ſuppꝛeſſed and god men maintai⸗ 
ned and relieued: whereby we (@,that both in the o⸗ 
pinion of Polititians, and alſo by the iudgement of 
Auguſtine himſelfe, we might lawfnlly make warte 
vypon the Sauages of Virginia vur pꝛoiea, hauing 
the endes afozeſaiv, And therefo2c let euerte man | 
that is 82 will be an aduenturer in this plantation, | 
examine his whole heart, and if her finde that lc 
is dzawne to partake in this buſineſſe, to d2awe the 
Oauages fcom their barbarous kinde of life, to a 
moꝛe tiuill, honeſt, andCh2iſtiankinve of liſe, let hm 
not doubt of the lawfulneſſe of it, but let hun 
cherefuliy and liberally put his helping hand to this 
buſinelle. 

Detondlp, they reaſon of the future euents by thoſe 
that are alteadie paſt. Ind ſing it is aboue twen tie 
reares agce ſince this attempt was begun, and ſet 
no cod hath come of it noꝛ little hope of any, they 


holde it en vreduiſed toui le to ſet the ſame attempt 
: on 
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on fote againe: which obfeaion of theirs is very fufict- 
entlle anſwered in that boke intituled Noua Britannia. 
Ano indeed moſt chitdiſh is this objection, fo2 neither 
was the end of the firft attempt the lame, with the end 
of this,noz the meanes, noz the managing of the meanes 
of this attempt ſcmblable with tbe fozmer, and there⸗ 
loze in all ikelihod the cuent of this cannot be tu>ged 
by the euent of the fozmer, 

Cheir ſecond obiection is, that this age will lee no p20: 
fit ot this plantat id. Which obie d ion admit it were true, 
pet it is too bꝛutiſh, and bew2ates tbetr neglea and incu⸗ 
rious reſpec of poſteritte : we are not bozne like beaſts 
foz our ſelbes, and the time pꝛeſent onlp, but beũdes ma · 
nie other things which may challenge an intereſt and 
right in vs: poſteritie and the age yet enſuing haue not 
the leaſt part in our life 4 labonrs. What benefit 02 coms 
fo:t ſhould we haue entoped inthe things of this wozld, 
it our fozefatbers had not pꝛouided better foz vs, and 
bin inoze carefully reſpe d iue of poſteritic then foꝛ them- 
ſelues: We ſow, we ſet, we plant, we build, not ſo much 
fo: our ſelues os ſoꝛ poſteritie; we pꝛadiſe the woꝛkes of 
Godlines in this lule, pet ſhall we not ſee the end of our 
hope befoze wee inioy it in the wozld to come : Ft üs a 
ble ſled thing ts be bleſſed of poſteritie. It was the teiop⸗ 

ting ol the Wirgin Marie, that from thencefozth all gene⸗ 
rations ſhould call her bleſſed, They that do not pꝛouide 
- fot eternittie, can haue no aſſured hope of etcrnitie, and 
they which oncly are fo2 themſclues, ſhall die in them⸗ 
ſelues, and ſhall not haue a name among poſteritic,their 
rootes ſhall bee dꝛied vp bencath, and abone ſhall their 
bꝛanch bee cut downe, their remembꝛante ſhall periſh 
from the earth, and they ſhal haue no name tn the ſkreete, 
lob 18.16.17. But the remembꝛance which a good man 
leaues behind him, is like the compoſition of the pet⸗ 
fume that is made by the Art or the Apothecary; it is 
ſweet as honie in all mouthes, and as maſicke at a ban- 


ket of wine: let it not grieve thee therefoze to plant and 
Sa D | build 
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build fo: poſteritie, fo2 the memoꝛie cf the inff ſhall ba 
blcſſed,bnt the name ol the wicked ſhail rot, Prou. 10. . 
Others obicd the continaal: charges which will 
pꝛocue in their opinion verp heante and burdenſome to 
thoſe that ſhall vndertake the ſaid Blantat ion. Theſe like 
the dog in the monger, neleher eate hay themſelues, nei⸗ 
ther will they ſaffer the Dre Þ wzult. The neuer think 
any charges too much that map any way tnrreaſe their 
owne p:tvate eſtate, Thep haue ttonſands ts beſtow 
about the (ingroſſmng of a commoditte, oz bpon a mozs 
gage, oz to take their Retghbours houſe oncr bis head, oz 
to lend vpon vſarte: but if if come to a publicke god, thep 
arone vnder the leaſt burden ol charges that can bee re« 
quired of them, Theſe men would bee vſed like ſponges, 
thep muſt be ſqueaſed, ſeeing they T2tuke vp all, ano will 
peeld to nothing, though it concer ne the common good 
neuer ſo greatly. But it is demonſtratine!y pꝛooued in 
Nova Britannia, that the chat ges about this Plant ation 
will be notbing, in compariſon; of the benefit that will 
grow thereof, And what notable thing J p:ap peu can 
be bzought to paſſe without charges: Toe things af this 
woꝛld are appointed vnto man with ſuch conditions as 
there map no pzcfit accre w vnto him without paine, noʒ 
no gaine without charge: Hiel will build leric ho, thougꝭ 
the foundation of it coſt him his eldeſt ſonne, 4 the ſettirg 
vp cf the gates coſt him His poungeſt ſonne: Haman wil 
daue bis wicked deſire vpon the Tewes, though it coſt 
him ten thouſand talents ; Do little doe the wicked re⸗ 
ſpca charges about the effraing of their malicious, oz 
vaincglozfons attempts,crondemning thoſe that pzofcſſe 
pictic and religion, which fo: ſauing charges neglea, and 
often times ſuffer moſt honoꝛable and pꝛofttable pꝛoteds 
to faile and fall to the ground. Michcut queſtien bee 
that ſwes his monp, where Gobs gle:v is to bee aduan⸗ 
ced, Cheiſttan religion pꝛopagated and planted, the good 
of the Commonwealth tncreoſed, and the gloꝛious re⸗ 
nownc cfthe king tnlarge:,s lubi. d to the cui ſe 6f S1-

mon Magus, his monte and he are in danger to periſh to⸗ 
gether, Let none therefoze find delates, oz faine excuſcs 
to withhold them from this umployment fo2 Virginia ſec 
ing eaerp oppoſition againſt it is an oppoſition againſt 
God, the King, the Church, and the Commonwealth. 

Now in the laſt place let vs heare the znſwere of lo- 
ſua to the excuſes of the childʒen of Ioſeph, ant his an⸗ 
were is an exhoztation, that in read of delales they 
would vle Art and induſtrie in this enterpziſe which 
tbep were to uvndertake: Art in cutting downe the tres 
ano making the Counttie champion: Induſtrie by ta⸗ 
king paines to conquer and caſt out thoſe Idolatrous 
Canaaitcs,z to plant themſelues in their places. From 
whence we are to gather, that fo; this pꝛeſent bufineſſe 
of plant ationin Virginia, there muſt bee ſpeciall choice 
and care had of ſach perfons as ſhall be ſent thither. Na- 
ture hath emptied her ſelfe in deſto wing ber richeſt trea⸗ 
ſares vpon that Countrie, ſo that if Art and induſtrie be 
vſco, as helpes to Nature, it is likely to pꝛooue the hap⸗ 
pref attempt that cacr was vndertaken by the Englich. 
And fazalmuch as of all humane Artes Political govern- 
ment is the chieſc, there muſt de a ſpeciall care in the 
Magiſtrate how to carrphimſeife in his place and oꝛder: 
fo; nere in _— the verle maine matter of the ſucceſſe 
>. As therefoze the Magiſtrate hath the 
Tuttle conferred bpon hun by bis Pꝛince, 


umits of doneſtie and godline ie, if te firſt be able to con: 
taine btmſcife, Mala anima male imperat, Plato: 1. de le- 
gibus. A Pagtftrate therefoze muſt haue a good tonſci⸗ 
ence towards God, and de muſt alſo hane a loning affe« 
cio towards thoſe oucr whom hee bath the gonern⸗ 
men. Concerning the conſcirnce that a Pagiſtrate muſk 
carrieccwards G2d, he muſt ſo watch ouer bimſelſe, tbat 
at no time be burt fon2th into any notoztous vice, no: 


faffer hunlelle to be ſtatned with the tmpptation of any 
D2 enozinious 
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enoꝛmious crime; foꝛ the vices of men are holden ſo much 
the greater, by how much greater the Maleſtie is of the 
partie delinquent : the blemiſhes of P2tnccs are defo2mt- 
ties, and dimitnitiue ſins in tbe,are ſins of the higheſt na⸗ 
ture. Again, be that is in place of gonernment muſt know 
that dis example pzeualles much with thoſe p are vndet 
his gonernment, fo that he ſhall rule his ſubieas better 
by his good example ol lile, then by all the lawes and ſta⸗ 
tutes that bee can make. Laſtly, a Pagiſtrate muſt 
know that the moderne times doe nat oncly be dold bim, 
bat that he is ſubica alſo to the view of ſuccecving po⸗ 
ſteritte; and therefoze Tacitus doth aduiſe }P;inces, lib. 
4. Ann. to beware by all meancs that they giue no occa- 
ſfon to Chꝛoniclers to publiſh their leaud and wicked 
actions. Concerning his loaing affection towards bis 
ſabiecs,his firſt care muſt be that be alwaics ſeeke the 
publike good of his ſubieas abone his owne p2inate 
pꝛofit: to which purpoſe the Emperour Adrian was 
wont to ſap; Ita ſc rempublicam geſturum vt ſcitet populi 
rem eſſe, non propriam. The example of Alexander the 
Great is moſt memoꝛable fo2 this purpoſe, who leading 
his ſouldiers thꝛougb the dzte and woge places of India. 
had almoſt loſt his whole armie foz water. At the laſt 
one of his ſouldiers found out the riuer Oxus. e bꝛougbt 
the King water to quench bis thirſt: bat the King pow ⸗ 
red tbe water vpon the ground befoze all his ſouldiers, 
and would not dzinke if, ſpeaking theſc wozds : Ego bi- 
bam & rel: qui ſitient? and when he and his whole armie 
came to the riuer, bee would not dzinke beto2e all his 
ſguldters dad qaenched their thirſt : giuing ti ercby all 
12:tnces to vnderſtand, that thep ſhould pꝛouide fo2 the 
gaod of their people befoze their owne good. Thus in 
conſcience towards God, and in affedtion towards bis 
ſubtetts ought a P2ince to ſtand affected, And if he Land 
ſo affected he will puniſh ſach as arc bild and vitions, 
and be will aduance ſuch as are vertuous and well diſ⸗ 
-poſcd; he will intourage the painfull and induſtrious, 
and 
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and he will cozre the idle and diſſolute; he will eſtablich 
true religten, and he will repꝛeſſe vereſtes and ſchiſines; 
be wil reicene the weake and impotent, and be wil ſap- 
pꝛeſſe the matinous and inſolent;ſo that God will giue a 
blefing, + al things wil pꝛoſper vnder bis gouernment. 
And foz as mach as nopolicie can ſtand long without 
religion,a chtefe care muſt be had of ſufficient, bone ſt, x 
ſober minded iniſters to teach and inftrua the people 
both by their life anddearine in their dutie to Cod, end 
obedience to their rulers, When the T:1b? of Dan went 
to plant thcmſclaes in Laiſh, thep tokea Leute with 
them to bee a ſatber and a Þ2trſt vnto them: Mah 
thought that the Lozd would be better vnto him becauſe - 
be bad a Leuite in his houſc. Neither do J ener reate 
of any that euer attained bnto anp gouernment of what 
religion ſacucr they were, but their firſt care was to 
pꝛouide fit perſons which might teach the people teligi⸗ 
on and diume wozſhip ; and therefoze if this plantation 
ſhould bee badertaken without this care, there were 
ſinall hope of any good ſucteſſe to come thereof, And as 
the iniſter being a ſublet muſt peeld his obedience to 
the Pagiltrate, ſo t Þagiſtrate muſt bee carcfuilto 
peeld him conntenance to keepe bim from ncglen, and 
maintenance to incourage bin in bis miniſtery, And it 
. muſt be ſpectally fozeſeene of the Binifkers that they rc: 
| fiſt Poperie; fo2 as it doth infect the mind with ercour, 
ſo it doth infec the manners ef men with dillo paltie and 
treachery : and laſtly they muſt labour to pꝛeſetut ide 
vnitie of the ſpicit in the bond of peace; foꝛ ii thep ente 
tarre, 03 diſſent among themſelnes,they open a gapp: '0 
ſchiſme and contempt of religion, Policte thus cſtablls 
thing religion, and religion guiding police; p:cv:ftcn 
mutt be made of men furniſhed with Arts and traces 
mokt nece ſſar ie fo2 this buſines: Artificers and (rave(s 
men mut be nourtſhed and cheriſhed, fo2 without Arti- 
ficcrs and tradeſmen acommon- wealth cannot flour) 
nos endure: and thercſo;ethe Mogiſtrate muſt ſpecially 
D 3 tegæcd 
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regard them and reſped them, and they niuff ſo carrie 
themlelues that they map be relpeded and cheriſhed of 
the Pagtſtrate. It is required at theit hands that they 
be faithfull, paincfull, and honeſt in their callings; foz 
if they be thus qualificd, the countrie it ſelfe will make 
them rich. Eucry trade hath his myſterp, which ts fo 
the moſt part grounded vpon decett and fraud: but ſeeing 
the beginning of a common wealth is now attemps 
ted, the foundation muſt not bee laid vpen frand and 
deceit, foz there con no good end beerpcctcd of an cuill 
beginning. It is requ redle&cwiſe ttat the y be pameſull 
in theit traves,02 elle the commonWwealchcan baac little 
ble 02 comſo2t of them, Ant here out Enguſh t:adcſmen 
and Artificers are to be aduiſed that they be warte in ta; 
king the Seusges to bee app2entices to teach them 
their trade, ſeeing there be meanes of implopment ſutfi⸗ 
clent beſides to ſet many thouſands on wozke; and 
thercfoze not neceſſarie as pet to inffruc them in our 
trades and myſteries, 

Beſides all this, induſtrie muſt be alſo added fo belpe 
Arte and Nature, ſo that ſuch as hane no pꝛoſt ſſed artes 
andtra:cs, muſt painetully p themſelacs in ſome 
labour 02 other, to the futthering of this Plantation: a 
Done will in ſhoꝛt ſpace deuoure moze hony than the 
Be can gather in along #me, and thercfoze the Pagt⸗ 
rate mult cozrea with al ſhar pent ſſe of viſcipline,t;ole 
vath:iftte and vnp2ofitable Dꝛones, wo ich liue tdlp ; (03 
there ig law giuen to the ſonnes of Adam to labour, 
and to the daughters of Eve, with the ſweate of their 
bꝛowes to get their liuing, and thercfoze it is an Cuans 
celicall pꝛecept that they which will not labour muſk 
not eate. In lobs time there was a very tric order ta- 
ken foʒ ſuch as liued idely, lob 30.5. They were chaſed 
forth from among men, and cuery one ſhovrted at them 
as at a theefe: and ſurely ſuch an oꝛder muſt bee taken
